regarded it as abating a nuisance, and worth the money. 
Now the French, fixed in the Ruhr and prepared to occupy 
more-of Germany if necessary, are standing pat on their de- 
cision to make the Germans pay in order to get rid of them. 


It is not exactly Christian ethics.

'Americans it is not the best thing for the peace of Europe, 
which demands conciliation rather than Mosiac recompense.
